What is Meant by Crown and Terminal Buds ? 


As generally used, these terms refer entirely 
to the ¢#me at which the bud is taken. For in- 
stance, the ‘‘early crown” is the first ower bud 
to make its appearance; it may come in August, 
September, or later, according to variety and 


treatment. If this bud is not wanted it is rubbed

off and soon another forms, which is a second 
crown ; repeated removals will finally bring us 
to a late bud, one of the last that the plant will 
produce, and this is a terminal. 

In regard to the bud to be taken, the early 
crown will gain somewhat in time, will stiffen 
the stem and fill the bloom, but always at a 
greater or less sacrifice of foliage, and also of 
finish ; where not necessary to grow to a given 
time, in the majority of cases the terminal bud 
may be selected. 


The second bud is a very safe one to take in trying new 
sorts where stock is limited in quantity. 

See that your drainage is ample. 

We advise bench planting in 5 inches of good soil, much 
like that used for Roses. 

Give food and water sparingly until free growth has 
started ; treat liberally when once in full growth. 

A circulation of pure air is absolutely necessary. A 
current of air under the bench is advised wherever it can 
be given. 

Shade lightly in summer. 

Try a little charcoal in soil for varieties that burn 
readily. 

After the flower buds show color, gradually withhold 
stimulants, and again look carefully to the matter of water- 
ing. Keep the air pure and dry — the walks dry and clean ; 
this is essential. 

Be sure and plant early varieties in a block by them- 
selves; this is especially necessary on account of with- 
holding food and water from these before it is possible to 
do so with the later varieties; if earlies are intermingled 
among later sorts, the earlies are apt to be ruined by get- 
ting a part of the food not intended for them.
